PREFATORY NOTE. 





As announced in the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” for the 14th July, the Spanish Government, on the 8th July, 
published the text of a new Draft Customs Tariff for Spain, which has been framed by the Permanent Commission of 
the Customs Board (Juntu de Arunceles y Vuloraciones). The Royal Order directing the publication of the Draft Tariff 
provided that, within a period of two months from 8th July, the Customs Board would receive representations and 
petitions on the subject of the Tariff proposals, which might be submitted in writing by industrial or commercial bo ‘ies, 
or private individuals, who mvy consider their interests to be affected by the proposals. At the end of the period of 
two months, the Draft Tariff, together with all representations received, is to be reviewed by the Customs Board, who 
will, as soon as possible thereafter, submit to the Spanish Government the definitive draft of a new Tariff. 


The following pages contain a translation of the proposed new Tariffs of import and export duties, together with 
the explanatory notes to various headings of the Import Tariff, followed by a translation of Sections IV. and V. 
of the General Regulations for the application of the Tariff, in which are laid down rules for the treatment and 
classification of goods not specially mentioned in the Tariff (including provisions as to the surtaxes leviable in 
respect of the bleaching, dyeing, etc., of yarns, the embroidering, making up, etc., of textile goods, the classification 
of mixed yarns and tissues, etc.), and for the treatment of packings and receptacles. These Regulations are on lines 
very similar to those of the corresponding Regulations in the existing Tariff. 


In the proposed new Import Tariff the projected rates under both the “ First” and ‘‘Second”’ Tariffs are shown. 
In this connection, it is desired to explain that, in virtue of an Exchange of Notes between the Spanish and British 
Governments of 1894, products and manufactures of the United Kingdom are entitled to the application of the 
“Second” Tariff rates on importation into Spain, together with any reductions of those rates which may be granted by 


_ Spain, by Treaty, to other European States, with the exception only of such special Tariff concessions as Spain may 


accord in favour of goods of Portuguese origin. Products and manufactures of other parts of the British Empire are 
entitled to similar treatment on importation into Spain, with the exception only of the Commonwealth of Australia, 
which has withdrawn from the Arrangement of 1894. The Arrangement in question can only be terminated by one of 
the Parties giving six months’ notice of denunciation, to the other, and such notice has not yet been given by either the 
Spanish Government or the British Government. The practical effect of the Arrangement is to guarantee British 
products and manufactures against differential Tariff treatment in Spain. 


The existing rates of duty are thcse set out in the Provisional Customs Tariff which took effect on the 21st May 
last (published as a Supplement to the ‘‘ Board cf Trade Journal” for the 26th May), as modified in a few details by a 
Royal Order dated 3rd June, full particulars of which were publish<d ia the ‘“ Board of Trade Journal” for the 9th June. 
In the new Draft Import Tariff the classification of merchandise for Customs purpcses has been greatly elabor. t-d, 
there being 1425 separate headings in the proposed Tariff as compared with 718 in the existing Tariff. 


In accordance w:th a Law of 1906, the Spanish Customs duties are fixed on a gold basis. Gold coins of countries 
constituting the Latin Union, as also of the United Kingdom and the United State; «f Ame.ica, are accepted by the 
Customs at legal parity. Silver coins of Spinish currency and notes of the Bank of Spain are also accepted in 
Jaym nt of duty ; but when duty is so paid, the amount due is subject to a percentage surcharge which, under tho 
existing system, is fixed monthly, in advauce, on t e basis of the average quotation of fine bar gold in London and the 
average sight rate of exchange of the pound sterling oa London in the Madrid Exchange during the preceijing month. 
For the present month (July) this surcharge, or gold ‘‘ agio, ” is 46°84 per cent. The surcharge, fixed month by month, 
is regularly notified in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal.”

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EXPLANATORY NOTES TO THE TARIFF. 





1) Coal, coke, and briquettes shall be cleared in conformity with the weight indicated in a certificate issued to the master of the vessel 
by the Spanish Consul at the port of shipment, showing the quantity received on board according to the charter-party and the bills of lading, 
which documents the Consul shall demand to see for the purpose. Before the discharge of the coal the Customs officials shall visit the vessel 
conveying it, and the approximate weight of the cargo shall be calculated from the empty space in the hold and the net tonnage of the vessel, 
it being considered that each cubic metre of net tonnage corresponds to 800 kilogs. of coal or briquettes, and 450 of coke. If the result of this 
calculation differs from the weight as shown on the manifest and declared, the coal shall be weighed. Whatever be the method employed in 
assessing duty, a written record shall be kept of the manner of verification adopted, end of the Customs official or officials by whom the 
operation was performed. | 

(2) For every shipment of petroleum and mineral coils under Tariff Nos. 40, 41, 42, 43 and 44, a sample of 200 cubic centimetres shall be 
taken for every 50 cases, and a like quantity for every 10 barrels, or for each tank, comprised in one declaration and belonging to the same class. 
If the oil is of different classes, the mixture shall be made by classes, the quantity of each class being recorded. 

These samples shall be mixed in a large vessel, and when the examination of the shipment is concluded, 2 litres shall be taken from them 
and put into separate bottles, which shall be sealed and furnished with labels signed by the Customs officers and the interested party, and 
forwarded to the Direction General of Customs for examination. In the case of solid products, | kilog. shall be taken. 

The declared Tariff number shall be applied and the duty levied immediately, and the importer shall be bound by the results of the 
analysis, the clearance not being considered final until such result is known. 

The samples shall be analysed within one month, and the interested party shall have the right to be present when the samples are opened 
and analysed, and to appeal to the Minister of Finance from the decision of the Direction. When, in appealing, the interested party requests 
a new analysis, he shall bear the expense of such analysis if the decision of the Direction is sustained. In contrary cases, the expenses shall be 
borne by the Administration. 

If the interested party desires to be present at the analysis, he must request permission in writing when he signs the label of the sample. 

When petroleum and mineral oils are imported in tanks or reservoirs fixed on board vessels, clearance shall be carried out in the following 
manner, provided that the port arrangements admit of it :— 

Ist. The petroleum or oils shall be extracted through a tube from the ship-tank by a steam pump, and shall be run into a 
reservoir or reservoirs, called ‘ primeros.”’ 3 

2nd. These reservoirs shall be provided with a tap to conduct the liquid to two receptacles of tin-plate or iron. 

3rd. Kach of these two receptacles shall be placed on a balance, the tap leading thereto shall be opened, and when the recep- 
tacles are nearly full and the balance tends to become level, the flow of petroleum shall be decreased, and the tap shall be closed 
completely when the needle indicates the weight placed beforehand in the pan. 

4th. The weight being determined, the liquid shall be poured out, and the weight of each empty receptacle found, the official 
charged with the clearance taking a note of the results. 

5th. The petroleum or oil, once weighed, shall be run out from each receptacle through a tube placed in its lowest part, which 
tube shall fit into another tube leading to another reservoir, from which the liquid will be transported to the factory ; and 

ith. The Administration will take care to exercise the greatest vigilance, unfitting the tubes at the end of the daily clearance, 
or removing the cocks of the same, in order to prevent the interests of the Revenue being prejudiced by leakage or other causes. 

(3) By “oleonaphtha and lubricating oils” in No. 45 of the Tariff are to be understood mineral oils, used chiefly for lubricating machinery, 
which do not emit inflammable vapour below 150 degrees, which when treated with concentrated sulphuric acid do not rise more than 3 degs. 
(. in temperature, which leave less than 10 per cent. by volume of tar, and which, distilled until a solid residuum is obtained, do not yield a 
solid residuum greater than 3 per cent. of the weight of the distilled liquid. The temperature at which the distillaticn is to be carried out in order 
to obtain the said residuum is to be that at which the distilled liquid decomposes, leaving the residuum. 

Oils which emit inflammable vapours below 150 degs. shall not be regarded as oleonaphthas ; but, in the case of a mixture made in order 
to evade the duty fixed by No. 45, this duty shall be applied in accordance with Section 18 {C) of Disposition 4 (see page xxxiil). 

(4) Glass of the natural colour of the component paste, which colour, therefore, is not due to the addition of any colouring substance, shall 
be regarded, for the purpose of Tariff classification, as uncoloured glass. 

(5) The rubbing (desgaste) necessary to remove mould marks is not regarded as cutting. 

(6) Only bricks, tiles and roofing tiles of baked earth or clay, rough, such as are employed in the construction of walls, furnaces, ete., are 
included in this No. 

(7) Wood destined for the manufacture of pulp for paper making is dutiable under No. 105 if the following conditions are fulfilled :-— 

!.—That the wood is of pine or fir and is free from resin. 

2.—That it is imported in pieces, with or without bark, and not. worked in any way by hand, not exeeeding 2.13 metres in 
length and 20 centimetres in diameter. 

+.—That the importers are manufacturers of wood pulp for paper-making. 

4.—-That the local authorities duly certifiy that the wood has been used in the manufacture of pulp, cardboard, or pasteboard. 
Importers must enter into a bond for the payment of the difference of duty between Tariff Nos. 96 and 105, the bond to be cancelled 
on presentation to the Customs of the certificate mentioned above. 

(8) Slabs of marble, for furniture, if imported separately from the articles to which they belong, are dutiable under Tariff No. 10. 

(9) All working effected by machine or with the gouge constituting an ornamentation, whether carried out directly on the article of 
furniture, or made separately and applied afterwards, shall be regarded as carving. 

(10) Stallions, mares and foals, classed under Nos. 146, 147, 150 and 151, of pure Arab, English, Breton or Percheron breed, imported for 
stud purposes, shall pay 50 per cent. of the import duties set out under their respective Tariff Nos. 

(11) To determine the age, the animals shall be examined by a veterinary surgeon, who shall deliver a certificate accordingly. 

(12) Cows in milk and those evidently in calf are included under this No. 

(13) The term “jewellery” (joyeria) includes all smal! articles, whatever their standard of fineness, intended generally for the adornment 
of the person. The term “gold or silver ware” (vajilla) includes writing, toilet, and other domestic utensils, articles for church service, and all 
large articles serving as ornaments in houses. In clearing wares not entirely composed of gold, silver, or platinum, a reasonable deduction shall 
be made from the tota! weight for the weight of the other materials which shall be dutiable under the appropriate Tariff Nos. 

(I4) By ‘*tochos”’ is understood rough wrought iron or steel in lumps or prisms, in cylindrical or in any other form, containing dross or 
slag. Wrought iron containing dross has an unequal and rough surface. Wrought iron in lumps or prisms, not containing dross, will pay duty 
as iron in bars. In cases of doubt, this class of iron will be submitted for examination to the ‘“‘ Escuela de Minas,’ which will determine its 
classification. 

(15) In order to be dutiable under this number, articles must be incapable of serving any other purpose than that of being cast in iron 
or steel works, or must be for use in the production of copper by cementation, and must be really useless. 

Rail bars (barras carriles) must not exceed 1 metre in Jength. 

_(16) In polishing sheet iron, it is first washed in a solution of sulphuric acid to remove the oxide of iron, and then passed through hard 
polished cylinders. Common sheet iron may therefore be distinguished from polished sheet iron by scales of oxide of iron detaching themselves 
from the former when one of the corners is doubly bent ; this does not occur with polished sheet iron. 

(17) For the application of Tariff Nos. 246 and 247, the minimum thickness of ‘he tube walls will be taken. 

(18) The thickness of screws and bolts shall be measured at the thickest part,;where they have not been threaded. 

(19) In order to distinguish gilt articles, they shall be rubbed with warm alcohol, and then’ touched with a drop of nitric acid. If the 
articles are varnished, the varnish disappears with the alcohol, and the nitric acid takes effect ; if thev are gilt, thev are not affected by the alcohol 
or the nitric acid. Silvered articles are to be filed sufficiently to disclose under the surface plating the colour of the principal metal ; or, again, 
if a portion of the silvered metal is dissolved in nitric acid, the silver, should any exist, is precipitated on the addition of hydrochloric acid, 
chloride of silver being formed, soluble in ammonia, and having the other properties of this substance. 

(20) All needles for sewing and embroidering whose length and thickness in their maximum diameter does not exceed 6cm. and 1 mm., 
respectively, are included under No. 341. ; 

(21) Needles for sewing, more than 6 em. in length, and with a thickness in the maximum diameter of more than 1 mm., and those less 
than 6 em. in length, but with a thickness in the maximum diameter of more than 2 mm., are included under No. 363. 

(22) Unfinished parts of sidearms and firearms shall be dutiable according to kind and coudition. 

By unfinished parts is understood those parts not smoothed and wanting filing. 

(23) By multitubular boilers are understood boilers formed of rows of tubes through which the heat circulates internally or externally. 

(24) Separate parts of copper or copper alloys combined with other materials shall also be dutiable under this number, provided that the 
sopper or copper alloy predominates in weight. 
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(25) The duty fixed by this number shall be applicable to the machines in the condition in which they are presented for clearance, ig, 
including the weight of the stands, tables, or supports on which they are fixed. 

(26) Machines which are used from the preparation of the fibres to the dressing of the tissues, including those used in dyeing and printing 
processes, are regarded as textile machinery. 

(27) For the definition of parts of machinery, the following rules will be observed :— 

Ist. A separate part of a machine is understood to be any article not expressly specified by name under some heading of the 
Tariff, which by its shape and the condition in which it is presented for clearance, though not completely finished, can only be used, 
and can only be considered as destined for a machine, which, if finished, would pay under one of the headings of the Tariff referring 
to machinery. g 

2nd. ‘Tubes, bars, screws, sheets, plates, boiler bottoms, wire and other articles expressly specified in the Tariff, must pay duty 
accordingly under the heading applicable to them, even though they be destined for machinery. ; 

3rd. Tools, implements and uteisils used in the arts and in industry cannot be considered as detached parts of machinery, and 
must pay duty according to the materials of which they are composed. 

(28) Landlords and tenants who at present enjoy the advantages of the Law of June 3rd, 1868, shall pay on implements, instruments, and 
machines intended exclusively for agricultural purposes an import duty of 1 peseta per !00 kilogrammes. For this purpose, however, the importer 
must undertake to pay the higher tariff rates unless, within a reasonable time to be fixed by the Customs, he produces a certificate signed by the 
Mayor of his locality specifying the denomination, class, and weight of the agricultural implements, instruments and machines used on the res. 
pective estates, together with a further certificate from the proper authorities to the effect that the estate in question is in enjoyment of the priyi- 
leges of the aforesaid Law. If he fails to produce these two documents, he shall pay the full duties provided in the Tariff. 

Ir. addition to operative machines designed expressiy for motor cultivation, motors of all kinds, tractors or tank wagons (*“‘tanques’’) which 
are used for drawing cr working them, shall be included in this number, provided that the importer proves them to be destined for use in 
egriculture, and that he gives an undertaking to pay the higher duties of the Tariff, if, after a reasonable period, to be fixed by the Customs, 
he fails to preseat a certificate from the Mayor of the district, quoting the denomination, class, and weight of the motors, tractors, or tank-wagons, 
and statii.g that they have been used for the declared purpose. The importer must further present annually, for a period of at least five years, 
a certificate from the local Agricultural Engineer, certifying that they are still being used for agricultural purposes. 

For the assessment of duty on mechanical threshing machines tke importer shall preseut 2 certificate from the manufacturers, duly viséd 
by a Spanish Consul, stating the power of the engines which drive them. 

(29) Cabl- or wire, urcovered, shall be dutiable in accordance with the Tariff nuraber under which the wire, by reason of its kind and con. 
dition, is classified. 

(30) The duties on ships include the anchors, kedges, cables and chains, berometers, chronome’ ers, binnacles, compasses (loose and fixed,) 
speaking trumpets, telescopes, casks, cordage, sails and masts and spars, ecessary for the working and safety of the vessels, with due regard 
to their class. Spare masts and spars, cordage and sails, in accordance with the requireme:ts of the vessels, will also be admitted free of any 
iurther duty. This rule will also apply to carpetings, glass, earthenware, lamps, fixtures, furniture, and other arvicles of comfort or luxury des. 
tined exclusively for the cabin service or for the use end defence of ‘he vessels, in quantities proportioned to the class and destination of the same- 
Sparc parts for steam vesseis are also included. When the Customs authorities are in doubt as to whether parts for ships which are claimed to 
be spare parts are or are not in accordance with the regulations, they shall require from the proper marine authority a certificate specifying the 
quantity and uature of the parts which, having regard to the class of the vessel for which they are intended, should be regarded as spare parts 
in accordance with the regulations. Wl.en the articles referred to in this Note do nut meet the requirements indicated, they will pay the duties 
fixed in the respective numbers o7 ‘he ‘Tariff. 

(31) Duties on steam vessels are to be levied on the total measurement tonnage, and no separate duty is to be levied on the machinery, 
which is to be considered as an integral part of the vessel. 

As @ basis for the Tariff clearance of ships introduced from abroad, the certificate of tonnage measurement may provisionally be used, 
which, in conformity with Article 28 of the Regulations of 2nd Decemb2r, 1874, and the Royal Order of 12th January, 1876, hes to be delivered 
to the Collector of Customs with the visa of the Commandant of Marine. 

The parties concerned must present to the Customs authorities a certificate of the Commendant of Marine, stating that the certificate of 
measurement has been approved by the Inspector, in accordance with Articles 29 and 32 of the said Regulations ; and it is to be understood 
that the Customs authorities will not consider the clearance and payment of the duties as finally settled until this formality has been complied 
with and noted in the dezlaration or other documents. 

Spanish ships enlarged in foreign dockyards must, on their return to Spain, pay duty on the additional tonnage. 

Spanish vessels refitted with engines abroad, when it is impossible to ascertain the weight of the new machinery, will pay a duty of 28 pesetas 
per indicated horse power. Boilers and accessories thereof, funnels, tubes, etc., refitted abroad, will pay 14 pesetas per square metre of heating 
surface. 

For other repairs done to such vessels in foreign ports, duty shall be paid on the materials employed. 

(32) Vessels having their holds and covered sp ces arranged to receive merchandise of any kind, even though with quarters for one pas- 
senger to each 150 tons of the vessel's total tonnage, shall be denominated “cargo vessels.” 

(33) Vessels having their holds and cover d spaces errenged to accommodate passengers and any kind of gor ds shall be denominated ‘cargo 
and passenger vessels.’ The quarters for passengers of all classes in this kind of vessel shall not be capable of accommodating more than 20 
passengers to each 100 tons of the vessel’s total tonnage. 

(34) Vessels which are princips!ly arranged for the accommodation and transport of passengers of all classes, but which, notwithstanding 
may carry cargo corresponding to the capacity of their holds and other unoccupied spaces, shall be denominated ‘passenger vessels.” ‘The 
quarters for passengers shall be sufficiently spacious to enable the vessel to carry at leest 20 passengers to each 100 tons of the total tonnage 
of the vessel. 

(35) The operation of breaking up shall be certified by the Customs Administrator of the port in which that operation takes place, which 
port shall be the port at which the vessel enters or the port in which the breaking up is authorised by the Customs Department. 

(36) In accordance with the Law of 5th July, 1892, the Customs will mix 1} per cent. of wood or petroleum tar with all cotton or rape- 
seed oil imported. The cost of the materials used for denaturing these oils will be borne by the importer. 

(37) ‘The colours included in this number are those composed of 2 metallic base, which are used mixed with oil or with turpentine, and are 
generally insoluble in water, alcohol, or ether; they are rarely crystallised, and are almost always in powder or lumps, such as white lead, 

chrome yellow, vermilion, Prussian and cobalt blue, English green, and parrot (papagayo). 

(38) Artificial colouring materials which in neutral, acid or alkaline bath, dye textile fibres, with or without the addition of mordant, are 
included in this number. All are destroyed by the action of heat. 

(39) In virtue of Article 68 of the Alcohol Tax Regulations of 10th December, 1908, 2nd the explanatory provisions issued thereunder, 
the importation of essences of anise or anethol, rum, cane spirit, cognac, gin, anisette, curacao, maraschino and whisky mey only be effected on 
proof being afforded by the importers or their agents that they are registered as manufacturers of compound spirits or liqueurs, the Customs 
wuthorities issuing a permit for the dispatch of the essences to the place of destination. Chemists, manufacturers of perfumery, and confec- 
tioners may also import the essences in question in quantities not exceeding three kilogrammes. Essences of badiane, anise or fennel having @ 
freezing point of more than 17 degs. C. are considered as anethol. 

(40) This product is subject, in addition to the Customs duty, to a consumption tax of 0.04 peseta per kilog. in accordance with the Law of 
18th March, 1909. 

(41) Benzol and benzene derived from coal differ from gasoline and benzine derived from petroleum, in that, when treated with a mixture 
of concentrated sulphuric and nitric acids, they give off 2 pleasing aromatic smell, whilst gasoline does not give off ary pleasing odour, and in that 
x erystal of iodine colours the benzene a more or less yellowish red, and gives the gasoline a violet colouring. 

(42) Preducts included under this Tariff number shell be dutiable thereunder, even if imported in capsules. 

(43) Pharmaceutical products shell be examined by the Pharmaceutical Inspectors who, with the Customs officials, will attest the 
declarations in the following form :—‘* The goods cleared are as expressed in the declaration, and are (or are not) admitted to importation by virtue 
of their formula having been published (state where), or their composition having been ascertained by analysis made by... .” 

(44) All medicinal wines, whether containing naturel or added sugar or not, are included under this number. 

(45) Products with a base of alcohol must pay the tax of 70 pesetas per hectolitre of liquid, whatever be the strength, in accordance with 
the Law cf 29th April, 1920, and the Royal Decree of 25th December, 1909, which regulates the Aleohol Monopoly. ; 

(46) Without prejudice to the Customs duty imposed on them, gunpowder and explosive compounds shall pay consumption duty m the 
form and amount fixed by Article 3 of the Regulations of 25th July, 1917. 

(47) This number cnly applies to paper pulp perferated in such « manner that it can be used for no other purpuse than the manufacture 
of paper or pestebcard. When the pulp is not perforated, the Customs will eut the sheets, at the expense of the importer, so that it may not he 
utilised for any other purpese. Pulp not perforated is dutiable as common pasteboard. 

Mechanical wecd pulp is distinguished from the chemical pulp (cellulose) in that the pouring of a drop of fluorcglucin on the pulp will produce 
a red colouring in the mechanical, but not in the chemical pulp. ; 

(48) This number applies only to rags which are used exclusively for the manufacture of paper. Importers must prove that the said 
materials have been used for the manufacture of paper, by means of 2 certificate from the Authorities giving a bond to pay the difference between 

the corresponding duties, which bond will be cancelled by tle Custems Administration on receipt of the certificate. 
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(49) Unmenufactured paper - papel en rama’) means paper which has not undergone special manipulation since its manufacture, mace 
in one operation (“de modo continuo”’), without the addition of fibres or colouring by means of special apparatus. 

(50) The presence of mechanical wood pulp can be detected by means of a drop of nitric acid, which will not have any effect if the paper 
does not contain mechanical wood pulp. ‘To determine the proportion of mechanical pulp, fuoroglucin is to be used. This produces a red colour- 
ing, which is darker the more mechanical pulp there is in the paper ; the approximate quantity can be determined by comparison with the standard 
specsmen, allowing a tolerance of 10 per cent. from the 60 per cent. 

(50 bis) All paper which permits lines made with pen and ink on one face to penetrate to the other is considered as unsized paper. 

(51) All paper, the smallest dimension of whose sides is more than 57 ems. in the case of paper in sheets, or whose width is more than 
2) cms. in the case of paper in rolls or on bobbins, is classed as unmanufactured paper, not cut. 

(52) Paper which during or after its manufacture has been subjected to processes which changed its form or exterior aspect is considered 
as manufactured paper. 

(53) In order to distinguish these papers, it is sufficient to scrape the surface, the ink being absorbed by the pulp, owing to the lack of size. 
Dry-stam ped designs are distinguished from weter marks | ecause the lines of the former are more defined ; the latter are found to be

dia ly Mari ped (difuminadas). 

(55) By paperboard (“cartulina’’) is understood the product obtained by sticking together two or more sheets of paper ; uncut paper 
in reams, the weight of which exceeds 200 grammes per square metre, is also considered as paperboard. 

(56) Articles obtained by varying the shape of the paper, ruled or bound and packed specially for retail sele, are included under this 
heading. 


(57) The bindings shall be dutiable seperately, according to kind. 

(58) Relief work is considered as letter press, and bronzed articles as articles of two colours. 

(59) The authors or publishers of works in Spanish, printed abroad, are the only persons who may, on payment of duty, introduce the same 
into Spain fifteen days after a bibliographic notice has been published in the “‘Gaceta”’ by the Ministrv of Publie Works (Fomento). This notice, 
once published, is sufficient to authorise subsequent importations, except in the cases of distinct editions or of copies which do not accord in 
scme detail with the notice published, a new authorisation being necessary in such cases. Periodicals printed abroad in the Spanish language 
do not require previous authorisa‘tion for their introduction into Spain. 

(60) Mixed dictionaries of Spanish and any other foreign language, and books in Latin are considered as being in the Spanish language. 
(61) The product obtained during the course of manufacture by superimposing sheets of paper in wet state, without any adherent other 
than pressure, is considered as cardboard. The minimum weight per square metre is 350 grammes; that of less weight being dutiable as paper- 
board (“ cartulina’’). 

(62) Boxes of cardboard, lined with paper, which are imported as packing for handkerchiefs, shirt-fronts, buttons, piece goods, and similar 
articles, are free of duty, in accordance with Disposition V. 

(63) In order to distinguish raw cotton from absorbent cotton, it is only necessary to throw the cotton into a vessel filled with water : 
absorbent cotton is rapidly submerged, whilst raw cottan floats on the liquid, returning to the top if it is thrust by force to the bottom, 

(64) To ascertain the number of a cotton yarn according to the English system, any number of metres of yarn may be taken and 
multiplied by the invariable factor 59 (the weight in centigrammes per metre of No. | single cotton yarn); the product is to be divided by 
the weight in centigrammes of the length of yarn tested. The quotient multiplied by the number of threads will give the corresponding 
English number, to which 7 or 10 per cent. is to be added in the case of yarns of more than one thread, according as the yarn is only twisted, 
or twisted and dyed. 

(65) The number of threads is determined by taking half the sum of the threads contained in a square of 6 millimetres, counting both the 
weft and the warp. The instrument known as the “ thread counter” is to be employed for this purpose. 

(66) In the case of trimmings wound on boards of wood, cardboard,or similar material, 10 per cent. shall be deducted from the net. weight. 

(66 bis) ‘To ascertain the number of the yarn any number of metres of yarn may be taken, and this number is to be multiplied by the factor 
165 (the weight of No. | varn in centigrammes per metre), and the product is to be divided by the weight in centigrammes of the sample tested : 
the quotient gives the number of the yarn. 

Jute thread twisted, of one strand, whose thickness is equal to or less than No. 1 English, shail be regarded as jute yarn, and thread of 
greater thickness as cord. 

(67) The different types of wool dutiable under Nos. 1119, 1120 and 1121 are classified according to the total loss experienced in cleansing 


and washing them in the solvent unheated. 
(68) By waste of woollen and worsted yarns (‘‘barbas de estambre’’) is understood the waste of yarns obtained in the manufacture of woollen 


fabrics. 
(68 bis) In order that oysters for breeding purposes may be dutiable at the rate established, it is necessary that the weight of each 1,000 


oysters shall not exceed 28 kilogs. 

(69) In pursuance of the Law of 5th July, 1892, the Customs will carefully examine all olive oil introduced, and if such oil be found to 
contain an admixture of cotton-seed oil or other fats, they will mix with it 14 per cent. of wood or petroleum tar, in order to render it unfit for 
consumption. The cost of the materials employed will be borne by the importer. 

(74) In virtue of the Law of 10th December, 1908, and the Royal Decree of 25th December, !909, which governs the Alcohol Tax, alcohol, 
spirits, liqueurs, and industrial products having ¢n alcoholic base, are, when imported from abroad, subje:t fo a tax of 70 pesetas per hectolitre, 
whatever may be their alcoholic strength ; and this tax is to be paid to the Customs, in addition to, and in one amount with, the import duty 
proper, but is to be brought to account separately in the Custom-house records. 

Wines and other alcoholic beverages, of over 15 centesimal deg. strength, are, when imported from abroad subject to payment of the tax 
at the rate of 70 pesetas per hectolitre of liquid (Law of 29th April, 1920). 

The strength of wines and alcoholic beverages is to be calculated at the temperature of 15 degs. Centigrade, Gay-Lussac’s centesimal 
alcoholometer and Salleron’s still being used. 

Ethy! aleohol, even if impure, is dutiable under No. 1283. 

Methyl alcohol is not subject to the Alcohol Tax. 

The Law of 2nd March, 1917, which regulates the internal consumption duty on beer, provided chat this product must pay a duty of 4 pesetas 
per hectolitre on importation (by the Law of 29th April, 1920, this was raised to 10 pesetas.) 

(71) By common biscuit is understood that known as ships’ biscuit, which is consumed by the crews of vessels. 


(72) Honey and molasses imported from abroad shall be analysed to determine whether they contain added alcohol, in which case the duties 


on alcohol are to be paid. 
Two samples will be taken of all honey or molasses presented for clearance, and these will be placed in two flasks, which are to be sealed: 


the labels of the flasks are to be signed by the importer and the Customs officials, and one of the samples is to be sent to the Director Generel 
of Customs for analysis. The declared Tsriff number is to be applied, and duty levied immediately. The importer will be bound by the results 
of the analysis, and the clearance will not be considered as final until the result of the analysis is known. 

(73) The brushes dutiable under this No. are clothes, hat, nail and boot brushes, and those which are used to polish delicate articles. 

(74) In addition to the Customs duties, cartidges, primings and percussion caps for firearms shall pay the consumption duties laid down 
by Article 3 of the Regulation of 25th July, 1917. 

(75) By “waterproof tissues” are to be understood those tissues which are furnished on one or both sides with a layer of india-rubber, as 
also those coated inside with this material. 

Other waterproof tissues, into the composition of which india-rubber does not enter, shall be dutiable according to those Tariff numbers 
under which they fall by virtue of their quality and condition. 

(76) Fabrics known in commerce as wax cloth (‘‘encerados”’) and the like, shall be dutiable under No. 1406, whatever be their weight per 
square decimetre. 

(77) When the handle is of gold, silver, tortoise-shell or ivory, it shall pay duty according to the component material. 
] ra Felt. hats will be considered as shaped (“armados”) when they have not had more hand work applied to them than is necessary to 
shape the crown. 
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DISPOSITION 4.—-RULES AS TO THE 
CLASSIFICATION OF GOODS NOT 
SPECIALLY MENTIONED IN THE TARIFF. 





1.—-Plate Glass. —Plate and sheet glass of all kinds, including wired 
(armados), when ‘imported engraved, bevelled or. coloured, pays in 
respect of each of these operations a surtax of 10 per‘cent. of the 
duty applicable under the relevant Tariff heading. : 


»,--Sheets of Two Metals.—Manufactures of bimetal » sheets 
are classed under the Tariff heading relating -to the most highly. taxed 
metal, whatever be the proportion of thickness or weight due to that 
metal. 


3.—Yaras.--Yarns made of two or more textile materials pay 
the duty applicable to the material subject to the highest rate. 

Yarns combined with common metals, even if gilt or silvered, pay 
a surtax of 30 per cent. on the duty applicable on account of their 
nature. When the metal is platinum, gold or silver, and exceeds 
40 per cent., the yarns are dutiable as manufactures of such metals 
under the headings to which they correspond ; if the admixture does 
not exceed 40 per cent. the yarns follow the rule laid down for yarns 
containing common metals. : 

In the case of unbleached cotton yarn for weaving, twisted, 
of two or more strands, the mumber of the component yarns shall be 
ascertained by dividing the weight of the length of thread taken for 
the purpose by the number of the component strands and then 
applying to the quotient the rules of Note 64 regarding the Custonis 
classification of yarns. On the duties applicable on account of the 
number of the yarn thus ascertained, a surtax of 20 per cent. shall be 
levied for yarns of two strands and a surtax of 25 per cent. for yarns 
of three or more strands, 

Yarns of all kinds of textile fibres for weaving, bleached, sized, 
lve washed, glazed, or dyed, pay a surtax of 30 per cent. of the duties 
which unbleached yarns would pay, as above indicated. 

Yarns and threads of Tariff Nos. 1081 to 1089 when imported on 
reels, spools, or bobbins less than 15 cm. long or in any other form 
are subject to the duty on unbleached yarn in hanks increased by 
25 per cent. 

Yarns and threads bleached, lye-washed or dyed when imported in 
the condition mentioned in the preceding paragraph pay a surcharge 
of 20 per cent. on the total duty applicable to the same when in 
hanks. 

Yarns of cotton, linen, hemp and other vegetable fibres, of two or 
more strands, are classed as cordage when the weight per 10 metres 
exceeds 5 grammes, Those of jute, single twist, of a thickness ex- 
ceeding No. 1 English count, are also classed as cordage. 

Yarns of silk or wool and admixtures thereof with other textile 
materials are classed as trimmings when the weight per 10 metres 
exceeds 5 grammes. 

Single yarns of wool or hair, dyed, pay a surtax of 20 per cent. 
of the Tariff duty applicable to the yarn according to kind. 

Such yarns, when having two or more strands, pay the duty 
applicable to single yarn of the weight obtained by taking a specified 
length of yarn and dividing its weight by the number of strands. 
If the yarns are dyed, they pay a surtax of 20 per cent. on the 
duty ascertainel te be applicable under the above rule. 


4.—Mivred Tissues.—Tissues having the warp or weft ot cotton, 
in which the other part consists of a mixture of cotton and other 
vegetable fibres, are classed as cotton tissues. 

Tissues having warp or weft of linen, hemp or ramie, in which 
the other part consists of a mixture of such fibres with other vegetable 
files, are classed as tissues of linen, hemp or ramie. ; 

When the admixture is in both parts of the fabric and any of 
the component fibres (other than jute, abaca, and agave) exceeds 
40 per cent. of the total weight, the tissue is regarded as_ being 
composed of the fibre which exceeds that percentage. : 
_ Tissues of jute, abaca, agave, and other vegetable fibres (except 
linen, hemp and ramie), which have all the warp or all the weft 
of cotton, are dutiable as tissues of jute, abaca, agave, cte., when 
the weight of the cotton does not exceed 50 per cent. of the total ; 
In the contrary case they are classed as cotton tissues. If the ad- 
mixture of cotton is in both parts of the fabric, and exceeds 40 per 
cent. of the total, they are also classed as cotton tissues. 


5, —Tissnes containing Si/:,—Tissues of all kinds of vegetable 
fibres, wool or hair, whether mixed with each other or not, which 
have more than 5 and less than 40 per cent. of silk, floss silk, or 
artificial silk, are classed as tissues of silk with admixture of 
vegetable fibres or of wool or hair, according to which material 
predominates in weight. 

When the admixture of silk, floss silk, or artiticial silk exceeds 
40 per cent,, the tissues are classed as pure silk tissues. 

_ If the admixture of silk, floss silk, or artificial silk is less than 
¥ per cent. it is left out of account. 

Knitted tissues of vegetable fibres containing up to 10 per. cent. 
of silk or wool are classed as knitted tissues unmixed. When the 
admixture is more than 10 per cent. the tissves are treated as knitted 
tissues of wool or silk. 

Knitted tissues of wool which contain more than 10 per cent. of 
silk are dutiable as knitted tissues of silk. 





Velvet and plush of all kinds of textile fibres containing more 
than 5 and less than 40 per cent. of silk, floss silk or artificial silk 
are classed as plush of silk with admixture of the textile fibre which 
predominates among the others. When the admixture of silk exceeds 
40 per cent., the fabric is classed as one of pure silk. 


6.--Mixed. Woollen Tissues, ete,—Tissues of wool or hair with 
admixture of vegetable tibres are considered as tissues of wool or 
hair— 3 

. «€l) When the warp or weft is of wool or hair and the weft or 

warp is.of wool or hair with admixture of vegetable fibres. 

(2) When there is admixture of vegetable fibres in both. parts of 
the fabric but the proportion of wool or hair is 40° per cent. or 
“more, yo 1 yee petty 
When the proportion’ of admixture of wool or hairin warp and 

weft is more than 10 and less than 40 per cent., the tissues are 
classed as tissues of wool with admixture of vegetable fibres. 

Tissues having all the warp or all the weft of wool or hair, and all 
the weft or warp of vegetable fibres, are classed in the same way, 
provided the proportion of wool or hair does not exceed 50 per cent. 
If it exceeds 50 per cent. the tissues are regarded as woollen tissues. 


Tulles, lace, and lace edgings of vegetable fibres, wool or hair are 
dutiable under the Tariff heading applicable to the material of which 
the groundwork is composed. When the groundwork is formed of 
several materials, the duty is that applicable to the material pre- 
dominating in weight. 


7.—Tissucs coutaining Metal.—Tissues of all kinds with admixture 
of common metal, even if gilt or silvered, pay a surtax of 50 per 
cent. of the Tariff duty applicable according to the component textile 
fibre. 

When the admixture is of platinum, gold or silver, the percentage 
represented thereby is subject to duty at the rate applicable to manu- 
factures of these metals under the relevant Tariff headings. 

Articles with Fringes. —Kerchiefs, table covers, coverlets, ete., 
with fringes, pay duty under the Tariff number applicable to the 
tissue of which they are composed, when the fringes are formed by 
the threads forming the body of the tissue ; if the fringes are sewn 
or hemmed on, wholly or in part, the surtax leviable on account of 
such working is levied. 


Embroidered Stuffs.—-Stutfs embroidered by hand or machine, 
not on the loom, pay duty according to kind plus a surtax equal to 
that duty if the embroidery be lockstitch (a/ realee) or at pasado. 
In the case of other kinds of embroidery, including chainstiteh, 
beadwork, or braiding. the surtax is 75 per cent. of the Taritf rate 
applicable. 

These surtaxes are applicable to knitted tissues of all kinds, blondes, 
tulles, laces, nettings, ete., and are independent of the surtaxes to 
which tissues with admixture of metal are subject. 

Tissues of all kinds except tulles and blond lace, embroidered with 
precious metals, are liable to double the surtax prescribed for other 
embroideries.  Tulles and blend lace embroidered with precious 
metals, platinum, gold, silver, pearls or precious stones pay the duties 
applicable to platinum, gold, silver, ete. 


8.—Made-up Wares.—Linen (prendas de lenceria), cut out, pays a 
surtax of 40 per cent. on the Tariff duty. If hemmed or basted, 
wholly or in part, a surtax of 60 percent is leviable ; and a surtax 
of 100 per cent. if it is sewn wholly or in part. 

Made-up outer garments pay a surtax of 150 per ceut. of the Tariff 
duty applicable to the tissue of which the outside is made ; such 
garments, if basted, pay a surtax of 75 per cent., and if merely cut 
out one of 50 per cent. 

If outer garments, and linen, are embroidered, the above surtaxes 
are applied to the duties on the embroidered tissues. 


Garments lined wholly or in part with fur pay the duty, without 
surcharge, applicable to No. 190. 

Made up knitted fabrics, except underwear which has not been 
worked by hand, shall pay the corresponding surtaxes. Articles in- 
cluded under Taritf Nos. 1,066, 1,170, and 1,210 shall pay the same 
surtaxes when embroidered or ornamented with lace, lace edgings, 
ribbons or appliqués. 

Embroidered bands, blond lace, lace edgings, ribbons, flutings, and 
in general all kinds of tissues in the piece with stitching, appliqués, 
etc., are subject, in addition to the duties prescribed in the Tariff, to 
the surtaxes prescribed for the making up of linen. 

For the application of the surtax for making up, the term linen 
(prendas de lenceria) includes bed and table linen, hangings, carpets, 
pillows, pillowslips, and underwear for personal use, of any textile 
fibre. 


9,—Trimimings.—Trimmings composed of textile fibres of two 
kinds are subject to the duty applicable to the fibre subject to the 
highest rate, provided that it constitutes more than 40 per cent. of 
the weight, the internal makings up of cardboard or wood (if there 
are any) being deducted for this purpose only. 

When the trimmings are composed of three or more kinds of textile 
fibres, and the most highly taxed one does not amount to 40 per cent. 
by weight, the specitied deductions having been made, duty shall be 
paid at the rate applicable according to the material predominating in 
weight. 

Admixtures of common metals or of beadwork constituting more 
than 60 ‘per cent of the weight are considered as common metals in 
the form of bijouterie, and as manufactures of beadwork respectively. 
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Trimmings of, or with admixture of, platinum, gold or silver are 
subject to duty under the Tariff Nos, relating to manufactures of such 
metals, when the metal exceeds 30 per cent. of the total weight, 
deducting the packing boards (‘‘armuzones”). When the admixture 
exceeds 5 per cent. and does not exceed 30 per cent., a surtax is levied 
equal to the duty applicable accerding to the component textile 
material, if the admixture is of gold or platinum, and to 50 per cent. 
if the admixture is of silver. 


10.—Frames.-—Wooden frames, frames made with wooden beadings 
and mouldings, and frames of common metals are subject to duty as 
furniture. 


11.—Impregnated Slecpers, etc. — Railway sleepers, poles and 
building timber, tarred or impregnated with antiseptic substances 
for their preservation, pay the duty applicable with a surtax of 10 
per cent. 


12.—Hoop Metal—Metal hoops more than 16 cm. wide are classed as 
sheets. By hoop is understood all bands of metal, obtained by rol- 
ling, of which the thickness does not exceed 10 per cent. of the 
width, and the long edges of which still bear the signs of rolling. 
When the long edges are presented cut, the article is classed as sheet 
metal, and when the thickness exceeds 10 per cent. of the width and 
the long edges are not cut, the article is classed as bar metal. 


13.— Wire.—Only metal thread obtained by drawing is classed as 
wire, all others, of any section, being classed as rolled products of the 
metal in question. 


14.—Chaseis, Motor Cars and Lorries.—The taxation of chassis, 
motor cars and motor lorries is carried out under the following 
conditions :— 


(1) Before submitting clearance papers the importers must pre- 
sent the original invoice, legalised at the plece of purchase by 
the local authority, certifying the authenticity of the price in- 
dicated ; and the Spanish Consul is to visé this document which, 
in,conjunction with the clearance declaration, takes the place of a 
certificate of origin. In the absence of these documents, the rates 
of the ‘‘ first column ” Tariff are applied. 


(2) The invoices must specify :—the net weight, number, horse- 
power and cylinders of the engine ; name and address of the seller 
and buyer; sale price in the currency of the country where sold, 
and, where there is a body, whether it is open or closed. 


(3) The value in pesetas is to be established by converting the 
invoice currency at the rate quoted in the ‘‘ Boletin” of the 
Madrid Exchange on the day before the clearance papers were 
prepared, adding (on account of transport charges) 5 per cent. of 
the resulting value in pesetas; and then (if the duties are not 
paid in gold) applying the official exchange surtax to the resultant 
amount of duties, 


(4) When the Customs Administration proves that the value is 
understated in the invoice, a fine of 50 per cent. of the total duty 
shall be imposed on the importer if the under-valuation is not 
greater than 20 per cent., but if the under-valuation exceeds 20 
per cent. the penalty shall be the confiscation of the car or vehicle 
by the State, and the Examining Appraiser shall receive, as re- 
muneration, a sum equal to the amount of duties which the State 
would levy on the basis of the declaration. If the fraud was dis- 
covered as the result of examination or inspection, the importers 
or (in their absence) the agents effecting clearance shall, irrespec- 
tive of the results of the case and independently of the penalties 
imposed, be subject to the prescribed penalty, the whole of which 
shall be handed to the official who discovered the fraud. 





15.—Machinery.—W hen machines are presented for clearance with 
their flywheels mounted, the weight on which duty is leviable 
includes that of the flywheel. Only wheels which serve solely to 
regulate the running of the machine, and in no way transmit move- 
ment by means of bands, cables, gearings or connections of any 
kind, are classed under the heading for flywheels. Wheels which 
serve for transmission are to be considered as integral parts of the 
machine to which they correspond. 


Gas generators (Gasogenos) or carburettors are also dutiable 
separately from the machines to which they appertain. 


Pulleys and transmission axles or shafts are classified as parts of 
machinery. 


Packing, belting and fabrics for machinery with admixture of 
rubber to the extent of more than 15 per cent. by weight is dutiable 
as rubber. 


16.—Filted Cases.—Handbags and valises with toilet requisites 
(neceser de axeo), or with fittings to contain them, and also luncheon 
baskets, with or without equipment, are taxed as cases (estuches), as 
also are empty boxes with divisions or receptacles to contain various 
articles, 


Cases (estuches) are classilied svlely according to the materials of 
which they are composed, or with which they are covered on the 
outside. 


Detached parts, except those of ivory, mother-of-pearl, amber, 
tortoiseshell, platinum, gold or silver, shall pay the duties applicable 
to the most highly taxed cases, 











17.--In the assessment for duty of toys and games, the following 
rules are to be observed :— 


(a) Toys of any material, covered with fabric, are dutiable under 
No. 1,413. 


(b) Undressed dolls shall pay duty as the toys to which they 


correspond, according to the material of which the head jg 
composed. . 


(c) Detached pieces and parts of toys and games shall be duti. 
able as the latter, according to the material of which composed, 
unless they cannot be recognised as parts of such articles. 


18.—Composite Articles.—The duty on articles composed of two or 
more materials is levied in accordance with the following rules :— 


(a) In cases not provided for in the Tariff, and when the value of 
the article is determined by the external material, the article shall 
be dutiable under the Tariff number corresponding to that material, 


(b) Articles which by their nature and application are composed 
of two different materials (such as, for example, tools) are dutiable 
according to the material predominating in weight. But if the 
handle is of gold, silver, ivory, shell or mother-of-pearl, they shall 
be dutiable as such materials. 


(c) If the ditferent materials have been mixed in order to avoid 
paying duty on one of the easily separated component materials, 
duty shall be levied at the rate applicable to the most highly taxed 
material, provided that the latter constitutes more than 5 per cent, 
by weight of the mixture ; otherwise this ruling shall not apply. 


(d) In the case of alloys, metals entering into the composition of 
the alloy to the extent of less than 5 per cent. are left out of 
account. 


Whenever the Administration shall ascertain that, in order to 
escape the duties of a particular heading of the Tariff, parts of a 
manufacture, apparatus or commodity of any kind are being imported 
separately, either through the same or different Customs Houses, or 
on behalf of the same or different persons, they shall levy the rate of 
duty applicable to the manufacture, apparatus or complete articles, 
with the addition of the surtax laid down by Article 306 of the 
Customs Ordinance. 


Electric current shall pay a duty of 1 centimo per kilowatt-hour 
measured by meters placed on the frontier line. 





DISPOSITION 5.-PROVISIONS RESPECTING | 


PACKINGS AND RECEPTACLES, AND 
TARE ALLOWANCES, 





1.—By packing or receptacle is understood that in which goods are 
contained ; exterior packing is that which is visible when the parcel 
is unopened, and interior packing is all coverings other thau the first 
covering. Packing cloth, matting and paper wrapped round boxes, 
bales, casks or crates, are considered as part of tle exterior packing. 


2.—Goods are to pay duty by gross weight, net weight, or after 
deduction of the official tare. By ‘‘ gross weight” is understood the 
weight of the goods plus that of all packings and external coverings ; 
by net weight is understood the weight of the merchandise plus that 
of wood shavings, straw, paper, or any other packing making up the 
complete article, as well as boxes and cases which constitute the 
natural covering for the article and in which it is delivered to the 
buyers. 


The official tare is deducted from the gross weight or from the 
weight of the merchandi:e plus coverings and interior packing, 
according to circumstances. 


3.—The following receptacles and packings are deducted in 
liquidating duties, and are admitted duty free :— 


(a) Common boxes of wood or cardboard containing two or more 
similar articles and not sold with them. 


Loose wood shavings, straw, hair and paper used to arrange the 
goods properly inside the exterior packing, or with the article 
itself inside, which are not taxed therewith. 


(b) Boards, rods, frames, cards, spools, reels, ordinary boxes, 
aud wrapping paper used for placing in between or on which are 
rolled or sewn, or which contain fabrics, yarns, leather, oilcloth, 
buttons, trimmings, ornamental feathers, flowers and wreaths of 
leaves, and artificial flowers of any kind, leaves and sheets of 
precious or imitation precious metals, jewels, manufactures of 
leather up to 2 kilogs. in weight, fans, footwear of all kinds, 
incandescent lamps, hats and caps of all kinds and materials 
which are dutiable by weight. 


1..-In the case of yarns of vegetable textile tibres on wooden reels, 
a deduction of 30 per cent. is allowed, the weight of the boxes (if any) 
heing deducted to ascertain the dutiable weight. 


In the ease of yarn of silk, floss silk or artificial silk, the deduction 
will he 45 per cent. under the same conditions, 
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When the reels or spools are of cardboard the deduction therefor, 
aud tare allowance, will be 10 per cent. or 20 per cent. according to 
whether it is a case of tubes and cards or reels and spools of this 


material respectively. 
For yarn of linen, hemp, ramie and jute in bales a tare deduction 
of 3 per cent. from the gross weight is allowed. 


5.—For perfumery of all kinds imported in bottles or jars of 

earthenware, glass, crystal or porcelain, or metal, and which are 
themselves packed in common boxes of wood or cardboard, provided 
that they are not cases (estuches), a tare deduction of 25 per cent. is 
allowed. 
Soaps, powders, pastes, creams, cosmetics or perfumed pastilles 
packed in double boxes of cardboard or wood, when each box contains 
only one interior box, shall be dutiable on the weight of the goods 
plus that of the latter box if it be of cardboard, the weight of boxes of 
common wood being deducted in each case, whether or not they are 
tho sole interior packing. 

Casks (including metal casks) not containing goods dutiable on 
gross weight, receptacles for alkaloids and salts thereof, for liqueurs, 
wine, alcohol, mineral waters and beer, are classified for duty under 
their respective Tariff numbers. 

Cases (estuches) which contain jewellery, goldsmiths’ or silver- 
smiths’ wares, table services, bijouterie and in general articles not 
included under Tariff Nos. 1,371 and 1372, shall be dutiable 
separately under the Tariff No. to which their material corresponds. 

Covers and pneumatic tyres imported separately are dutiable as 
follows:—In the case of covers, the dutiable weight is that of the 
cover plus the paper wrapping (whether er not this is the exterior 
packing), ouly the weight of the packing cloth (ifany) being deducted ; 
in the case of pneumatic tyres, the datiable weight is that of the tyre 
plus the paper box or sheath of tissue which forms the interior 
packing. 


6.—Sacks containing goods dutiable on ,net weight pay as Cus- 
toms duty 10 cts. cach. When goods are packed in more than one 
sack the interior sacks pay duty corresponding to the fabric from 
which made. 
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Mineral fertilisers are dutiable on gross weight when packed in a 
single sack ; if they are packed in two or more sacks they are duti- 
able on the combined weight of the goods and the sack immediately in 
contact therewith, and the others pay duty according to the fabric 
from which made. 


Ammoniacal sulphates and nitrate are dutiable on the combined 
weight of the goods and the sack immediately in contact therewith ; 
if packed in more than one sack, the exterior sacks pay 10 cts. each, 
and the others pay duty according to the fabric from which made. 


When one and the same package contains goods subject to duty 
on gross and net weight, a proportionate amount of the weight of the 
exterior packing is added to the former. 


The same procedure is followed when a package contains only 
goods dutiable on gross weight but paying different rates of duty, 
a proportionate part of the weight of the exterior packing being 
added to each category of goods ; and similarly in the case of goods 
having an official tare allowance and imported mixed with goods 
dutiable on net weight. 


7.—When, on account of their excessive weight, of the difficulty 
of repacking, or for other reasons, it is not possible to ascertain the 
net weight of machinery of all kinds dutiable on net weight, a tare 
deduction shall be allowed from the gross weight of 20 per cent., if 
the goods are packed in cases, or of 12 per cent. if packed in crates 
If the cases are lined inside with sheets of zine or iron, the tare 
deduction is increased to 30 per cent., and the 10 per cent. of the 
weight deducted for tare shall be subject to duty at the rate applicable 
to sheets of the metal in question. 


In the case of electric generators and motors, the net weight is 
fixed by adding the weight of the inductor and induction coil to that 
of the frame and stand, even if they are presented separately, pro- 
viding they form part of the same cousignment and are included in 
the same Customs document. 

When the motors and dynamos are joined to other machinery on 
the same base-plate, a proportionate part of the weight of the base is 
added for duty purposes,
